THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Northumberland, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Grange Hall, 
in said town, on the second Tuesday of March next, 
March 14, 1950, to act upon the subjects hereinafter men- 
tioned. The polls will be open at said place and date 
from 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon until 6:00 o’clock in 
the afternoon for the reception of your ballots upon the 
election of town officers under the Australian Ballot 
Laws; furthermore, you are hereby warned that on said 
date and place, at 10:00 o’clock in the forenoon, the 
matters of appropriations and such other business pro- 
perly coming before said meeting will be taken up for 
your consideration and action. 


*1, To ‘choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year: a town clerk, a town treasurer, two 
auditors and one highway agent. 


*2. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing three years: one selectman, one library 
trustee, and one trustee of the trust funds. 


*3. “Shall the provisions of Chapter 171-A of the Re- 
vised Laws relative to playing games of beano be adopt- 
ed in this town?” 


A. To see if the town will instruct its Selectmen to 
appoint all other town officers as required by law. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay town officers and for the support of the 


town poor.

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the police department. 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for building and repairing highways and bridges 
and for town maintenance. 


8. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for sewer maintenance. 


9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of the town’s water system. 


10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for lighting streets for the ensuing year. 


11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of the public library. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the observance of Memorial Day. 


13. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the employment of a district nurse.

$249.16. for town road aid, thereby obtaining from the 
state the sum of $996.65 to be expended on Class V high- 
ways. 

16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for miscellaneous expenses. 


17. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$2,500.00 to maintain a public playground and to operate 
the Youth Center building. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$300.00 for maintaining a suitable skating place on the 
old ballfield.

19. To see if the voters will instruct the Selectmen 
to put poison rat bait on the town dump, and raise 
money for the same. 


20. To see if the town will vote to construct and in- 
stall a sewerage system, along Lost Nation Road, com- 
mencing at Brooklyn Street and extending it to the 
homestead of Robert Forbes, and to raise and expend 
for the same a sum of not to exceed six thousand ($6,000) 
dollars, and authorize the Board’ of Selectmen to issue 
serial town notes not in excess of $6,000 in payment, in 
such manner as to the amount of the annual payments, 
time of payment and interest rates as they may decide, 
in compliance with the Municipal Bonds Statute. 


21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $385.20 for the purpose of providing 
funds for the town’s contribution to the State’s Retire- 
ment System for our town employees for the coming 
year. 


22. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum oi $333.17 to the White Mountains Re- 
gion Association, being 10c per $1000 (1/100th of 1%) 
of the assessed valuation of the town for the previous 
year for the purpose of issuing and distributing printed 
matter and advertising and otherwise publicizing the 
advantages of the town, in cooperation with the other 
towns of the region. 


23. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$500.00 to aid free public band concerts. 


24. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000.00 for the care, repair, and main- 
tenance of the town’s public cemetery. 


25. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$500.00 for repairing and improving the public play- 
ground near the so-called Brown road, known as Cen- 
tennial Field. 
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26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $700.00 to repair the new foot bridge, 
joining Brooklyn and Mechanic Streets. 


27. To see if the town will raise money to salt Town 
streets. (By petition of eighteen voters). 


28. To see if the town will vote to install a fire 
hydrant on upper Maple Street near the Pinette home- 
stead, and raise money for same. (By petition of twelve 
voters. ) 


29. To see if the town will vote to construct and 
install a water and sewerage system connecting the 
houses in the area of Lillian Whitney’s homestead with 
the town’s main water and sewer lines near the home- 
stead of Raymond Cox, and to raise and expend for the 
same a sum of not to exceed seven thousand and five 
hundred ($7,500) dollars, and authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to issue serial town notes not in excess of 
$7,500.00 in payment, in such manner as to the amount 
of the annual payments; time of payment and interest 
rates as they may decide, in compliance with the Munici- 
pal Bonds Statute. 


30. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$150.00 for maintaining a suitable skating place in the 
village of Northumberland on a field donated by Lester 
Fogg. 

31. To see if the town will vote to grant the Groveton 
Athletic Association Baseball Team, known as the Sen- 
ators, the exclusive right for concessions on the town’s 
property at ball games. (Inserted by petition of eleven 
voters. ) 

32. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 


priate the sum of one thousand ($1,000) dollars to be ap- 
plied on the notes of the town held by the town’s trus- 


tees of trust funds. 
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33. To hear the report of the Selectmen and the 
Town’s Water Committee in regard to the test hole drill- 
ings undertaken this past year by the town to locate an 
underground water supply, and pass any vote relative 
thereto. 


34. To see if the town will vote to continue for the 
ensuing year, the committee heretofore appointed to in- 
vestigate the town’s water system. 


35. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to incur debts for temporary loans in anticipa- 
tion of taxes in order to pay expenses, said loans to be 
payable from taxes for the year 1950, and to issue notes 
therefor at such rate of interest and payable at such 
time, within one year, and place as the Selectmen shall 


decide. 


36. To see if the town will vote for a scale of dis- 
counts for the prepayment of real estate and personal 
property taxes on the basis of three per cent, if paid by 
June 1, 1950, two per cent if paid by August 1, 1950 
and one per cent if paid by October 1, 1950, or any other 
scale of discount that the town will vote to determine. 


37. To see if the town will vote to petition the State 
Tax Commission to have an audit made by the Division 
of Municipal Accounting, and to make an appropriation 
to cover the expenses of such audit. 


38. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint a so-called Airport Committee of 
three members, authorized to confer and consult with 
State and Federal officials -in all matters pertaining to 
aircraft landing areas, and to raise the sum of $100.00 
to cover the expenses of the committee, the members 
to serve without pay. 


39. To see if the town will vote to resurface the fol- 
lowing streets in Groveton village, viz,: Main Street 
from the new bridge to the Canadian National Railroad 
crossing, along State Street from Main Street to the 
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compact limit line near Douglas Garage, all of Church 
Street, and along Mechanic Street from Main Street to 
the Boston & Maine Railroad crossing, and in addition 
to also construct a sidewalk along the easterly side of 
Main Street from the Boston & Maine Railroad’ crossing 
to the highway that leads off Main Street to the old 


covered bridge, at a cost not to exceed $37,000 for the 
town’s share. 


40. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
not exceeding $37,000 as its share for the purpose of re- 
surfacing the following streets in Groveton village, viz.: 
Main Street from the new bridge to the Canadian Na- 
tional Railroad crossing, along State Street from Main 
Street to the compact limit line near Douglas Garage, all 
of Church Street, and along Mechanic Street from Main 
Street to the Boston & Maine Railroad crossing and in 
addition to also construct a sidewalk along the easterly 
side of Main Street from the Boston & Maine Railroad 
crossing to the highway that leads off Main Street to the 
old covered bridge and for this purpose to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to issue and sell notes or bonds of 
the Town in an aggregate amount not to exceed $37,000 
under and in accordance with the provisions of the Muni- 
cipal Bonds Statute and any amendment thereof or any 
other applicable statute, and to authorize the execution 
of such notes or bonds by the Board of Selectmen and 
by the Town Treasurer and to delegate to the Board of 
Selectmen authority to fix the time and place of payment 
and the rate of interest of such notes or bonds and to 
sell such notes or bonds, and to take such-action as may 
be necessary or convenient in connection with any of the 
foregoing. 


41. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, commit- 
tees or other officers heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote relative thereto. 


42. To transact any other business that may legally 
be brought before said meeting. 
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Given under our hand and seal this twenty-seventh 
day of February, 1950.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 
Northumberland, N. H. 1949 

The listing below is the annual number of cases of 
contagious diseases occuring in the Town of North- 
umberland, N..H. during the year of 1949. This list is 
about 80% correct. 

There still remains a considerable carelessness in 
many cases to report contagious diseases as required by 
law. This error can be fully overcome by fuller coopera- 
tion of the various individuals, physicians and others 
in being more prompt with these reportings to the 
Board of Health of the Town of Northumberland, N. H. 

There were: 

Mumps—134; Influenza—26; Lobar Pneumonia—5; 
Septic Sore Throat—42; Vincent’s Angina—38; Scabies 
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—33;  Pediculosis—37; Chickenpox—27; German 
Measles—64; Measles—34; Virus Pneumonia—12; 
scarlet Fever—2; Cancer—5; Gonorrhea—5; Syphil- 
lis—3 ; Tuberculosis—1; Undulant Fever—1; Meningi- 
tis—1; Poliomylitis—1; Impetigo—68; Whooping 
Cough — 3; Broncho-Pneumonia — 4; Diphtheria — 0; 
Rheumatic Fever—3; Malaria—0; Chanchroids—1; 
Tyvhoid Fever—0. 

The Health recording for the Town during 1949 was 
about the average and most of the contagious diseases 
occurred in their milder form except the epidemic of 
Mumps which ran a much severer form in that it af- 
fected adults and in these it was much more virulent 
than ordinarily. 

There were 24 water collections made in Town during 
1949. Six at Northumberland and 16 at Groveton. 
One for the so-called Test Well and one for a proposed 
new spring at Northumberland. The tests at North- 
umberland showed 4 excellent tests and 2 were slightly 
contaminated. The Groveton supply showed 12 tests 
in excellent condition and 4 samples showed B-Coli 
contamination. The test taken at the new proposed 
spring at Northumberland showed an excellent quality 
of water. The test taken of the so-called test well to 
be used for auxiliary purposes showed a very exces- 
sive amount of iron and an increased nitrate eontent. 
Thus the water supply of both Groveton and North- 
umberland still remains a vital problem. The repairing 
of the leak in the main by the Old Town Bridge made a 
marked improvement in the purity of the Groveton 
supply. The supply however remains inadequate both 
at Groveton and Northumberland in dry weather. The 
test well showed it could not be used because of the 
heavy iron content and the nitrate excess showed 
heavy drainage from manured land. The new proposed 
spring as tested at Northumberland showed an excel- 
lent ouality but should be further checked as to its 
amount before being utilized. 

The sewer system in the Town is very insufficient. 
an!l must have additions. There are two streets that 
require sewer systems at once (Graham St. and Lost 
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Nation) both are in bad condition due to lack of any 
sewerage disposal systems. 

The rubbish and garbage disposals were improved 
over the previous year but occasionally merchants and 
others grew careless and dumped rubbish, etc., in their 
back yards which is a condition entirely uncalled for. 
Also many merchants burn papers and other rubbish 
in their back yards without permission and without 
incinerators. 

During the past year there were a number of com- 
plaints entered to the Board of Health in regards to the 
keeping of live stock in the precinct limits particu- 
larily in regards to hens and chickens, etc. The Health 
Department cannot exclude these without an ordinance 
to that effect. The only thing the Board of Health can 
do is to eliminate nuisances caused by their being 
present. Also for the benefit of those individuals that 
do keep hens and chickens in the precinct limits and 
sell or dress these or butcher them, they must procure 
a permit from the local Board of Health before doing 
SO. 

Remember all complaints must be made in writing 
and signed.

Gentlemen: 

Acting in the capacity of engineer under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Selectmen and Special Committee 
in the quest of a ground water source of water supply, 
I wish to report as follows on progress made in this 
undertaking. 

Early in June, bids were obtained from two of the 
foremost ground water supply contractors, namely 
D. H. Maher Company of Boston, and the R. E. Chap- 
man Company of Oakdale, Mass. Prices of $4.20 and 
$3.00 per foot, respectfully, for test well borings were 
submitted. Contract for this work was let accordingly 
to the R. K. Chapman Company for the sum of $3.00 per 
foot. After some 300 feet of test well borings at this 
rate, the Board arranged with the Chapman Company 
to continue at a new rate of $1.00 per foot. 

The work consisted of driving 2-inch steel casings 
into the ground to varying depths, and taking soil and 
water samples. 

Forty different locations were selected and 70 wells 
driven to depths of 14 to 128 feet below the ground 
surface during the months of June and July. Several 
were driven to ledge formation, others only to unsuit- 
able non-water bearing stratas. A total of 2,500 feet 
of casing was driven into the ground. 
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All test well borings were limited to a two mile radius 
from the town proper, and comprised an area of 614 
square miles to operate within. 

Grounds water well yields are usually obtained only 
in old lake or river formations, adjacent to rivers and 
streams, where the run-off is collected from adjoining 
drainage areas and stored below the ground surface. 
Therefore, we were limited to about three square miles. 


TEST WELL BORINGS 
Location of soundings were as follows: 


1. Both sides of the Ammonoosuc River easterly from 
the town to the “Mill Farm” field at the Stark 
town line. 

Various locations along the Lost Nation road. 

Both sides of the highway leading to the town of 

Northumberland as far as Potters pit. 

4. Connecticut valley to 'Nadeau’s pasture. 

5. North Strafford highway to Holden field, and areas 
westerly between the highway and valley along 
the Connecticut River. 

6. All accessible areas west of the town, which in- 
cludes Craggy field, Covell field, Ellingwood pit, 
Hayes & Mathews pit, and areas in the vicinity of 
the Craggy road. 

Of all the numerous test holes, only three areas 
showed any indication of having water bearing forma- 
tion below the surface. The others being mostly of clay 
formation. 

1. Near the McQuire road; depth of 65 feet of top 
soil, fine sand, and clay. 

2. “Mill Farm’, near Stark boundary line. Various 
depth. Area consisting: of sand formation, clay, 
boulders, etc. 

3. Craggy field, excellent water bearing gravel, but 
depth limited and shallow.

Detail of findings in the above areas are as follows: 
McQuire Road: 
One pump test was tried, but sand was very fine 
and water showed indications of containing clay, 
silt, and was poor water bearing formation. 
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oe harm’: 
Several holes were-sunk within this area. All types 
of ground strata were found. Clay, sand, gravel, 
and boulder formation, most of which could not be 
penetrated with small test hole equipment. One 
pump test was tried, but with only fair results. 
3. Craggy field: 
Excellent water bearing strata of gravel formation, 
but the greatest depth was only 35 feet, below 
which, clay was encountered. Several holes were 
sunk in this area. Pumping tests were conducted 
and supervised by the State Board of Health. 
Surveys were made of ground water levels, and 
compared with levels in the Connecticut River. Dy- 
namic heads in the test holes were recorded, entail- 
ing much time and study. Finally, after all available 
information was compiled, it was decided that: | 
First: Samples of water analyzed by the State 
Board of Health indicated some iron content, but 
well within the allowable recognized amounts 
at present, but danger of future increase. 
Second: After continuous pump test, the recovery 
rate was insufficient to guarantee the town an 
abundant supply for long periods of drought. 
However, there still remains much that could be done 
in and around these areas. For instance, the large area 
northerly and easterly from the Craggy field, heavily 
wooded, which was not investigated, and another area 
westerly from the Covell barn, extending to the Con- 
necticut River. Also further investigation along the 
Ammonoosuc valley could be made, especially at the 
“Mill Farm” area. 


Summary 

Test well work is not the most encouraging type 
of work, especially when the areas covered do not 
produce the expected results, and it is not my desire 
to encourage the Board to appropriate additional funds 
for more test wells on a daily rate, or per foot basis. 
But we do know, that subterranean flows are percolat- 
ing below the surface from the numerous miles of 
drainage areas through this valley on its travel to the 
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ocean, and if the right spot is found, an abundance of 
water will be obtained. 

As I mentioned in a report on additional water 
supply a year ago, Mill brook is about the only other 
logical source that could produce a sufficient supply for 
the town, but the cost of developing the supply would 
be 5 to 6 times as much as being fortunate enough to 
obtain a well supply within a two mile radius of the 
town. 

I therefore suggest that the town carry on additional 
test well work within a limited radius on a basis of 
“water or no pay’. This method would eliminate any 
more expense to the town unless water was actually 
found. A contract of this nature would cover quantity, 
suitable quality, and approval by the State Board of 
Health.

Water Service 

Water pressure readings were taken at the Cox resi- 
dence, and found to be 32 pounds, or the equivalent to 
74 feet in elevation. The difference in elevation between 
the Cox residence and the Whitney residence is 71 feet. 
Therefore, a flow of water by gravity to the several 
houses is out of the question. 

It is proposed therefore, that a small booster pump- 
ing station be constructed near the Cox residence 
suitable to house all equipment, storage tank, etc. 
Pumping unit to take suction from the existing water 
line at the rate of about 25 gallons per minute, and 
pump into a 400 gallon steel storage tank, with air 
compressor, automatic controls, and other equipment. 
Supply to be boosted from this storage tank to the 
various consumers through a 2-inch steel pipe line. 

Assuming that this construction work would go 
along with the sewer project, the sum of $2,800 should 
easily cover the cost of pumping equipment, pipe line 
and housing facilities.

As requested, please find the attached plan, and 
following estimates for sewer and water lines to cover 
petition from Mrs. Whitney and others at Groveton, 
Nea 
The usual practice in all sewer construction is to 
lay the lines within street limits, but in my opinion, 
the task of excavating in this case would be an ex- 
pensive one, if work is confined within street bound- 
aries. 

First: The last Whitney house situated on the north 
side of the road is constructed upon solid ledge, which 
extends westerly along the road towards town for 
several hundred feet, excavation of which would run 
into a considerable sum of money. 

Second: The other Whitney house situated upon the 
southerly side of the street is too low to connect with a 
sewer line installed in the street at a normal sewer 
depth. 

Both these houses at present have cesspools in the 
rear of the houses and at satisfactory elevations to 
connect with a sewer line extending across private 
lands.

I have therefore laid out a proposed line to begin 
at the most northerly manhole on Hillside Avenue, 
near the Cox residence, then extend easterly across 
private lands some 1350 feet to a manhole about 100 
feet southerly from the Whitney house.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
1949-1950 
SCHOOL SUPPORT 
In the last half century, public education has more 
nearly portrayed the best in democratic practices than 
any other single agency. The structure of public schools 
is indicative of this practice since education is avail- 
able through public support to all children and youth 
from kindergarten through senior high school and in 
many states from nursery school age through junior 

colleges. 

The tremendous progress in the fields of art, science, 
medicine, business, government—yes—and even of 
fighting wars and subsequently of establishing and 
maintaining a just and durable peace—to all these— 
public education has been the greatest single contribu- 
tor. 

Public education has been alert to the many changes 
in social and scientific progress and has continuously 
been striving to provide every boy and girl with full 
opportunity for growth and development for citizen- 
ship in a democratic society. The role of public edu- 
cation has been expanded and a sincere effort has been 
made to meet the requirements of this changing social 
order. How well schools have succeeded in meeting 
these requirements is revealed in the remarkable de- 
velopment of our nation. 

The early leaders of our country agreed that the 
success of our democratic form of government was de- 
pendent upon the education of all the people, thus free 
public schools were established. State constitutions 
placed responsibility upon future generations for the 
continuing development of education, and education 
became a function and responsibility of the state, since 
it alone could best overcome the wide variances among 
local school districts to adequately support education. 
Throughout our nation, states have accepted this re- 
sponsibility and have increased substantially the 
amount of state funds redistributed for school pur- 
poses. Our state of New Hampshire embarked upon 
an austerity program and decreased the amount of 
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state support by over one and a half million. 

The town of Northumberland can be justly proud of 
assuming the full responsibility of providing an ade- 
quate educational program for our children without 
any assistance from the state. This meant an increase 
of approximately 14% to the school budget and a pro- 
portionate increase in the property tax rate. We are 
making a genuine effort to provide sufficient revenue 
for expanding and improving educational services, but 
when this revenue is wholly dependent upon a local 
real estate tax that is at present overburdened—it is 
easily seen that the responsibility for equalizing edu- 
cational opportunity rests with the state. The state 
should broaden the tax base by collecting taxes from 
sources other than real estate and redistribute these 
funds to local school districts on the basis of (1) a 
communities educational needs (foundation program) 
(2) its ability to support a good educational program 
(3) providing tax leeway. 

Teachers from this entire “north country” area met 
‘in Groveton on September 30th to participate in a pro- 
gram designed to illustrate the many uses of audio- 
visual aids in classroom work. At the request of many 
teachers an in-service course in Audio-Visual Educa- 
tion, sponsored by the University of N. H. Extension 
Service and taught by Mr. Austin V. Olney, has been 
offered during the first semester. 

During the summer months the program of repair 
work included an exterior coat of paint on the elemen- 
tary school building, welding new braces and painting 
the fire-escape, grading and seeding a portion of the 
elementary school playground. This project. was under- 
taken by the Groveton P. T. A. under the able leader- 
ship of Clarence Marshall. To complete this section of 
my report I am taking a portion of an article written 
by a student at Groveton High School, Miss Pauline 
McMahon, as representative of the appreciation ex- 
pressed by the pupils of our effort to provide them with 
clean, well lighted cheery classrooms. 
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“Paint Gives the New Look to G. H. S.”’ 


Did you ever stop to think how it would be to walk 
into twelve rooms and have them the same color? Last 
year at Groveton High each room, also the office, was 
the same—white ceiling, dark green for the lower sec- 
tion of the wall and light green at the upper half of 
the room. This year it is a different story! 

The Commercial Department which has two rooms, 
has two different colors; the typing room is a pretty 
green with two walls of a rather deep shade of green 
and two walls of lighter green as are the casements and 
woodwork. 

The blackboard is also green—a soft color on the 
eyes. And to complete the story, the ceiling is of a 
warm shade of yellow. 

We pupils appreciate most of all the new fluorescent 
lights—it is just like the sunshine when the lights are 
on, which makes typing fun even on the darkest days. . 

The other room, the bookkeeping room, is painted 
in two hues of blue—two light walls and two darker. 
Painters call this complementary colors. 

With tones of peach the senior home room has been 
made much pleasanter this year. 

Another new note is fluorescent lights in Miss Chap- 
man’s room and in the Biology Lab. 

Transportation facilities have been improved and 
services increased as a result of school ownership of 
buses. 

Supplies, equipment, and textbook requirements 
have been provided in accordance with a planned pro- 
gram of meeting our essential needs. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the citizens of 
Groveton for their liberal support of our schools, to 
the School Board members for their guidance and as- 
sistance in the administration of school affairs, and 
to the teachers for their splendid cooperation and con- 
scientious service.

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HEALTH REPORT 


The results of the health examinations which were 
made by W. R. Schillhammer, M.D., assisted by 
Florence Wheeler, R.N., were as follows: |

All defects have been reported to parents or guard- 
ians with urgent requests to consult their family 
physician, dentist, clinic or optometrist. Follow up 
service has been given where no voluntary response 
seemed forthcoming. 

All children have received a slip giving their weight, 
height, gain for year and normal weight. 

The year was started right with a Pre-school Clinic 
for children about to enter first grade. Drs. Merriam 
and Hinkley, assisted by three nurses, did a complete 
physical test and dental inspection was done by Dr. 
Haines. Both a physical and dental chart was made for 
each child. 

51 of the 60 entrants attended this clinic; it is ex- 
pected that this will become an established custom 
and that the enrollment will be 100%. 

During February, the Federal Fluorine Team spent 
11 days here, giving a series of 4 applications of 
Fluorine in the interest of prevention of tooth decay. 
This treatment was given to all pupils from first 
through 8th grades. 
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During the school year 16 dental correction clinics 
were held at Dr. Haines’ office. 199 corrections were 
made, 

Three Inoculation Clinics for prevention of Whooping 
Cough, Diphtheria and Tetanus were held. Children 
have been taken to Lancaster and Berlin to attend 
Physiotheraphy and Orthopedic Clinics. Individual 
hearing tests have been made with the Maico Audio- 
meter. : 

30 children have had tonsillectomies either privately 
or in clinics and many vision defects have been cor- 
rected or treated. 

Mumps and chicken pox have been prevalent during 
the first and last periods of the year. Children have 
been remarkably free from skin diseases. We have 
been annoyed by a few persistently recurring cases 
' of Pediculosis (head lice), showing lack of home co- 
operation. 

It is to be hoped that the new Board of Health ruling 
that “‘no child be readmitted after two or more days 
of absence except by physician’s written permit’, will 
be of value in lowering the rate of harmful and un- 
necessary, communicable diseases. 

In closing, I wonder if the average parent realizes 
and appreciates how much is being done for the heaith 
of their children, or do they take it as a matter of 
course ? 

They have only to look back to their own school days 
and make the comparison.
